They have samples 
of wheat here they call good, but if a Paiouse rancher 
was to see it, I surely believe he would thirk it screenings 
and feed it to his chiccens. The fliesand mosquitoes are 
such @ pest in summer that farmers have to quit the fields 
and their horses become wild through agony from the 
myriads sucking their life blood. Horse back men will 
stop by the roac side and dismount and build smudges to 
drive away the thousands of small black sand flies settling 
allover himeelfand horse, driving the poor dumb brute 
wild and making it impossible to manage him. This 
man told methis himself in our family. We are States 
people from grand Old Idaho. Through the infamous 
falsehoods of these agents we were induced to leave the 
best country God ever made for man. But we are only 
waiting for the bob-o-links to nest again to hurry back to 
the land of our birth. We neyer knew what cold weather 
was until we came here. Sixty-six below zero with such 
a knife hke wind youwould find your face or any exposed 
partof your body frozen before you knew it. We had to 
run our horses bightand morning to keep them from 
fréezing. They would shakeéas though -they would fall 
out of their halter. But by giving them arun night and 
morning, to warm them up and putting them back ina 
good stable we have gotten them through. This cold 
weather was during January. Three weeks steady with- 
outabreak. But enough of this. Ihave lengthened my 
article longer than I at first contemplated. I have written 
facts and could write more if space permitted. You can 
publish or not, but I think it the duty of some one to ex- 
pose these frauds. There arc hundreds coming here to star- 
ve, for this country dves not give as much work as one 
county there to the poor man. Everything is stagnant. If 
the settlers did not bring money with them they would 
Another bad feature is the excessive heat in 
summer during the middle of the day; man or beast can- 
not stand the sun’s powerful rays. but more Gen likely 
it will get socold inthe eveniug that it freezé.

The foregoing letter is now being circulated all through 
Washinvton asa statement of facts regarding the Ed- 
monton district witha view of preventing immigration. 
Under the circumstances it requires more notice than 
people here who know the difference between the state- 
mente and the facts would think it worth. In the @rst 
place the writer only came to Edmonton last fall and 
therefore her facte regarding the summer climate are 
mere heresay, As to the samples of grain and grasses 
shown by Mr. Fitzgerald being picked and arranged, of 
couree y were, Any person who saw the samples and 
id not know that they did not grow in the exact shape 
and arrangement in which thes were shown must be en- 
tirely ignorant of farming. At the same time the sorting 
was for the purpose of arranging and not for the purpose 
of rejection, and as a matter of fact the amount rejected 
from a car load of samples could have deen carried off ona 
man’s back, The statement that not one out of ten 
farmers can raise wheat, and that those who do have to 
blanket their felds may do very well as a play of imagi- 
nation, At the time the writer penned the letter there 
wae within a mile a roller mill erected ata 
cost of over $90,000 which then and since has taken in 
over ten thousand bushels of wheat of last season's crop. 
Besides which there were three stone mills in the district 
which had been grinding all winter on last season's crop. 
This amount of wheat was not raised under blankets, nor 
gue it raised by every tenth farmer. As to the cumpara- 
tive quality of the wheat, it does not look as fine as the 
best sample raised in Palouse, but itis worth from ten to 
twenty cents a bushel more at any mill in the world orin 
any market, and more bushels grow on an acre than in 
Palouse. At the same time, people are not edvised to 
come to Kdmonton simply because they can raise wheat 
here. They come because they can raise oats, barley, 
potatoes, hay, cattle, horses, sheep, and pigs as well as 
wheat. Because they are tired of raising wheat at 40 cts 
a bushel and buying everything they need out of their 

fite() From the night of October 9th to that of 
Hetober 13th the lowest readings of the thermometer 
were 33, 37, 41, 28 and 42 and the highest 72, 50, 56 and 
64. If carpenters stopped work it was not on account of 
the cold. Last fal! closed very early, but instead of winter 
setting inon October 15th, plowing was continued until 
November 12 and the river did not freeze until November 
20th. The thermometer seldom reaches 90 degrece in the 
summer, and consequently the climate is not only healthy | 
but pleasant. There are mosquitoes, sand flies and bull 
dogs in summer. but no worse than in other places and 
not so bad as in most parts of the Northwest at least. As 
to the cold of winter we do not pretend that Edmonton is 
in the banana belt. But the lowest thermometer last 
winter was 58 below and not 66, and the cold snap lasted 
two weeks instead of three. As tothe wind, it certainly | 
was cold, but there never was enough during that cold 
speli 10 move the snow. We will guarantee that the 
roads were better and that there was less danger, joss and 
discomfort resulting from the cold snap in Edmonton 
than in Palouse, Certainly, if people did not protect 
inst the cold they would freeze to
